Section 1 of the “bone dry” 
hibition bill, as perfected and passed 
by the house Monday morning, con- 
tains perhaps the “dryest” provi- 
sion of any law in the United States. 
It reads as follows: 

“Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of Georgia, and it is hereby 
enacted by authority of the same: 
That from and after the passage of 
this act it shall be unlawful for any 
common carrier, corporation, firm or 
individual, to transport, ship or car- 
ry, by any means whatsoever, with 
or without hire. or cause the same to 
be done, from any point without this 
state to any point within this state, 
or from place to place within this 
state, whether intended for personal 
use or otherwise, any spirituous, 
vinous, malted, fermented or intoxi- 
cating liquors, or any of the prohib- 
ited liquors or beverages, as are de- 
fined in the act approved November 
17, 1915, being ‘an act to make clear- 
er and more certain’ the prohibition 
laws of this state, or any alcoholic 
compound or malt or liquors, wheth- 
er intended for beverage purposes or 
not, but which can be diluted and 
when so diluted may be used as a 
beverage and will when drunk pro- 
Guce intoxication, It shall be un- 
lawful for any corporation, firm, 
person or individual to receive from 
any common carrier, corporation, 
firm, person or individual, or to 
have, control or possess In this state, 
‘of said enumerated liquors or 
beverages, whether intended for 
personal use or otherwise, Save as 
hereinafter excepted.”

The opposition to the “bone dry” 
prohibition bill in the house won its 
only victory of the extra session Mon- 
day afternoon, when it imaugurated a 
fight upon the prohibition commission- 
er feature of the bill and rallied sup- 
port enough to kill this feature by a 
vote of 75 to 42. 

The fight upon the commissioner of 
prohibition provision was precipitated 
when consideration of section 6 of the 
bill was reached and Representative 
Bale, of Floyd, introduced an amend- 
ment which would affect the proposed 
office. A general debate ensued, the 
upshot of which was to suspend con- 
sideration of section 6 and jump to 
sections 17 and 18, in which the office 
of commissioner of prohibition was 
ereated and the duties of office 
prescribed. 

Representative Stewart, of Coffee, in- 
troduced an amendment to strike sec- 
tion 17. This amendment was strong- 
ly supported by Representatives Black- 
burn, of Fulton; Park, of Upson, and 
others of both factions of the house. 
A eall for roll call upon the vote 
upon this amendment was lost, and a 
count of hands showed of 75 

2 against the section. 

No Division Needed. 
Representative Park, of Upson, of- 
fered an amendment to strike from the 
bill section 18, which carried by such 
an overwhelming majority that no di- 
vision was called for. 

Early in the fight upon the commis- 
sionership the tenor of the house 
against the office became apparent. 
The first amendments to section 17, 
were the house temperance committee 
amendments, which stripped the office 
of all inquisitorial and visitorial pow- 
ers and made the office simply a bu- 
reau of information. These amend- 
ments were readily adopted, and left 
the office in about the same status as 
that provided for in the senate biil 
which has already passed the upper 
house. 

As does the senaxe bill, the house 
bill at this juncture provided that the 
duties of cummissioner of prohibition 
should be added to those of the com- 
missioner of commerce and labor. Rep- 
resentative Biackburn, of Fulton, then 
introduced an amendment transferring 
those duaies to the office of attorney 
general, with such limitations that it 
was eVident the teeth of the section 
were pulled. 

When all amendments had been voted 
upon, and the sections thus perfected, 
the amendmen to strike both sectiuns 
were put and carried. 

After morning and afternoon ses- 
sions the house adjourned at 5 o'clock 
Monday afternoon without having com- 
pleted its consideration of the house 
bill. 
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House Meets at 9 Today. 

The house will meet again Tuesday 
morning at 9 oclock and continue 
work upon the bill. It is expected that 
a few hours’ work will complete the 
bill and pass it. With the exception 
of the elimination of the prohivition 
commissioner feature, the bill will go 
through in quite as stringent form as 
first presented and in practically the 
identical form, with the exception of a 


German Cruelty 
To the French 
Passes Belief 


Father Caron Tells of Suf- 
fering of People of Voyen- 
nes Under German Rule. 
Many Girls Taken — Ger- 
mans Burned Church Be- 
fore Leaving. 


Staff Correspondent of the 
Associated Press.) 

British Headquarters in France, 
March 26.—(Via London.)—The story of 
the priest of Voyennes, Monsieur Le 
Cure Caron, who stood today in the 
shadow of the still hot walls of his 
church, which had been set alight by 
the Germans the day they slipped away 
from this plain little village perched 
above the yalley of the Somme. Flashes 
of passionate protest, mingled with a 
spirit of proud resignation in his re- 
cital of the life at Voyvennes during the 
two and a half vears of German con- 
trol—a civil imprisonment which ended 
Monday last, when, through field 
2lasses from the loft of his presbytery, 
the priest, who also was acting mayor, 
saw four khaki-clad horsemen on the 
road and knew that the Germans had 
gone and British relief was at hand. 

A few minutes later a French cavalry 
patrol appeared and the allies had 
formed a new link in the pursuit of the 
common foe. Today the booming of the 
guns in this pursuit could be heard 
over a stretch of eighty battle miles. 

The cure told how a few narrow scars 
in the earth, known aS8s German 
trenches, ribbons of barbed wire behind 
them and a bit of shell-torn waste 
called “No Man’s Land,” had isolated a 
section of the French people from their 
country as effectually as if they had 
been suddenly transplanted to another 
hemisphere. He told how in Vovyennes 
women, children and old men lived and 
toiled for the invaders in utter igno- 
rance of what was going on in the 
world about them, just as other thou- 
sands still shut within the German lines 
are living, toiling and wondering today. 
They were told long ago that their 
beautiful Paris was to fall within a 
week and would be pillaged and burned. 
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‘would break your pride, 


Added Insult to Injury. 

Lateft they were told, “Paris is dead,” 
and the Germans added insult to injury, 
the old priest exclaimed, by pronounc- 
ing it “Paris” instead of “Paree.” 

The inhabitants of Voyenneés subdmit- 
ted to enemy domination with heads 
erect and patient calmness* that the 
Germans could not understand. “We 
” Prussian of- 
ficers declared, “and make you slaves. 
All France shall fall at our feet.” 

Pale, drawn and old as was the cure, 
nevertheless he seemed imbued with 
sudden defiant strength as he raised 
himself to his full height and contin- 
ued: ‘IT told them that never again 
would France yield to such a foe. They 
taunted us and said they would crush 
Europe in a few months. We replied 
that France would fight five years 
and more, if necessary. Sometimes

ren the cats refused to eat. Then 

the’ Americans began to feed us and

“But let us not dwell on the physical 
side today, but speak of the mental and 
moral anguish we endured, for it 
seemed like the span of a_ hundred 
years. It has left us all but imbe- 
cilic. I scarce can keep my vagrant 
thoughts together.” 

Germans Burned Church. 
Sunday when early mass was 
over, the German commandant at Vo- 
yennes appeared at the church with 
a party of soldiers bearing petrol cans. 
He bluntly told the priest that he was 
tired of the war, and, as one means of 
bringing the end nearer, he: was going 
to burn the church. 

The priest thought it was a cruel 
jest until he was escorted to his house 
and held prisoner there. He was com- 
pelled to look on impotently while the 
inflammable liquid was sprayed about 
and the torchf/applied in a dozen places. 
Of all the ancient interior, only the 
wooden crucifix against the altar wall, 
by some strange freak, escaped the 
flames. 

Late at night the Germans rode away. 
Not another building in all Voyennes 
was touched. 

“But,” said the old priest, “I lived to 
see the German spirit break, from the 
unspeakable arrogance of their first 
onslaught and threat toward Paris un- 
tila few days ago, when an officer met 
me in the street and said, ‘Father, we 
are lost. I have done much in this 
war that rests heavily on my con- 
science, but I have done it under or- 
ders. I dare not disobey.’ 

“I told him that he surely would be 
absolved, for he was not to blame. 
There were others of higher station 
who must make answer to their God. 

“When the Germans first came, the 
commander sought me and said that 
the people of Voyennes had fired on 
his troops and that reparation would 
be demanded. It was the same old 
story, and I told him it was a lie; that 
we had no firearms: that if shots were 
fired, it was done by German troops 
as an excuse to make us suffer. The 
commander did not carry out his threat. 

“We have had many 
since then and, one and all, they have 
rvied their men with a discipline of 
iron. Some of t & officers treated their 
subordinates li dogs; they said the 
men were theliislaves, as the French 
would be. I sa™_an officer one diay. 
without reason watever, cuff his 
orderly so hard that cNe man’s eye was 
Llack for a week. Thessoldier’s only 
reply was to click his hSa]s together 
and come to salute 


German Soldiers May Mutiny. 


“Some of the villagers asked the men 
why they submitted to such treatment. 
They replied that they were helpless 
now, as part of a military machine, but 
when the war was over their time 
would cgme. For a long time the Ger- 
man soldierS have had no coffee and 
their rations have been growing less 
and less. I tell you with all solemnity 
that when the war is ended there wil] 
be a reckoning and Germany will know 
a blood red revolution.

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GERMAN PROMISES 
MADE FOR BREAKING 
DECLARES LANSING 


In Stinging Note Secretary 
Explains Why the United 
States Will Not Extend 
Treaties of 1799 and 1828. 
PACTS WITH GERMANY 
ABSOLUTELY USELESS 


For Germany Has Shown 
She Regards Treaties as 
Only “Scraps of Paper.” 
United States Won’t Deal 
With Such a Government. 


| Washington, March 26.—Germany’s 
“clear violations” of the treaties of 
1799 and 1828 and her “disregard of 
the canons of international courtesy” 
were assigned by the United States as 
reasons for refusal to reaffirm or ex- 
tend these agreements. 

The note of refusal to Germany, 
translated through Dr. Paul Ritter, the 
Swiss minister, was made public to- 
day by the state department and dis- 
closes that this government is “sert- 
ously considering” whether Germany’s 
conduct has not in effect abrogated 
these treaties. 

The German note, also made public 

today, was regarded by officials as 
practically proposing a new treaty. Na- 
tionals of either country resident in 
the other would, in case of war, have 
been free from internment. Enemy 
property, specifically including mer- 
chant vessels, would have been free 
from all seqtfestration, except under 
laws applying to neutrals also, while 
contracts and patents would not have 
been cancelled, suspended or declared 
void. \ 
The status of Germans in this coun- 
try is not held to be affected by the 
refusal to reaffirm the old treaties and 
there will be no general internment or 
persecutions. 

The activities of plotters already 
discovered and the certainty that more 
are to follow has not shaken the of- 
ficial belief that the majority of Ger- 
mans will remain loyal. 

Whether the treaties may be consid- 
ered abrogated through Germany’s ac- 
tion will depend upon the state de- 
partment’s yiew as to whether senate 
approval is essential. There is doubt 
whether the department alone can 
reach such a decision. 

Text With Note. 

The American note, signed by Secre- 
tary Lansing, reads as follows: 

“IT beg to acknowledge the receipt 
of your note of February 10, present- 
ing the proposals of the German gov- 
ernment for an interpretive and sup- 
plementary agreement as to article 23 
of the treaty of 1799. After due con- 
sideration, I have to inform you that 
the government of the United States 
is not disposed to look with favor 
upon the proposed agreement to alter 
or supplement the meaning of article 
23 of this treaty. This position of the 
government of the United States, which 
might under other considerations be 
different, is due to the repeated vio- 
lations by Germany of the treaty of 
1828 and the articles of the treaties of 
1785 and 1799 revived by the treaty of 
1828. It is not necessary to narrate 
in detail these violations, for the at- 
tention of the German government has 
been called to the circumstances of 
each instance of violation, but I may 
here refer to certain of them briefly 
and in general terms. 

“Since the sinking of the American 
ship William P. Frye for the carriage 
of contrabrand, there have been per- 
petrated by the German naval forces 
similar unwarranted attacks upon and 
destruction of numerous American ves- 
as alleged, that 
they were engaged in transportation 
ot articles of contraband, notwithstand- 
ing, and in disregard of article 13 of 
the treaty of 1799, that ‘no such articles 
(of contrabrand) carried in the vessels 
or by the subjects or citizens of either 
party to the enemies of the other shall 
be deemed contraband so as to induce 
confiscation or condeinnation and a loss 
of property to individuals’. And that 
‘in the case . ot a vessel stopped 
for articies of contraband, if the mas- 
ter of the vessel stopped will deliver 
out the goods supposed to be of contra- 
band nature, he shall be admitted to 
do it, and the vessel shall not in that 
case be carried into any port or further 
detained, but shall be ailowed to pro- 
ceed on her voyage.’ 

Sunk Without Warning. 

“In addition to the sinking of Amer- 
ican vessels, foreign merchant ves- 
seis carrying American citizens and 
American property have been sunk by 
German submarines without warning 
and without adequate security for the 
satay of the persons on board or com- 
pensation for the destruction of the 
property by sucn action, notwithstand- 
ing the solemn engagements of article 
15 of the treaty or 1799 that ‘all per- 
sons belonging to any vessels of war, 
public or private, who shall molest or 
insult in any Manner whatever the peo- 
le, vessel or effects of the other par- 
ty, shall be responsible in their per- 
sons and property for damage and in- 
terest, sufficient security for which 
shall be given by all commanders of 
private armed vessels before they are 
commissioned,’ and notwithstanding the 
further stipulation of article 12 of the 
treaty of 1:85 that ‘the free intercourse 
and commerce of the subjects or citj- 
zens of the party remaining neutral] 
with the belligerent powers shal] not 
be interrupted. 

“Disregarding these Obligations, the 
German government has proclaimed 
certain zunes of the high seas in which 
it declaréd without reservation that all 
ships, including those of neutrals will 
be sunk,.and in those zones German 
submarines have, in fact, in accorg- 
ance with this declaration, ruthlessly 
sunk merchant vessels and jeopardized 
or destroyed the lives of American gitj- 
zens on hoard.

CUT COTTON PRICE 


Probable Growers Will Be 
Asked to Forego War Prof- 
its—Special Prices Made 
on Many Products.

Washington, March 26.—(Special.)— 
The probability that the cotton grow- 
ers of the south may be called upon to, 
furnish at a ‘special price the staple | 
needed by the government for the man- 
ufacture of munitions, tentage and 
other equipment for the army in the 
event of war, was heightened today 
by the announcement that through the 
advisory commission of the council of 
national defense negotiations will be 
entered into with the wool growers of 
the west for special prices on wool. 

Price Cut on Copper. 

Copper companies were first ap- 
proached by Bernard M. Baruch, chair- 
man of the metals committee of the 
council, and promptly agreed to fur- 
nish all-the raw copper needed by the! 
government at a price slightly over : 
16 cents a pound, whereas prevailing | 
prices for delivery during the second 
and third quarters of this year are 
from 32 to 35 cents a pound. The 
price of 16 cents represented the ten- 
year average price preceeding the out- 
break of hostilities. 

Negotiations are now proceeding to 
have the steel companies furnish at 
similar concessions in price the steel 
ingots, ship plates, wire and other 
steel shapes needed for government 
work. The advisory commission points 
out that they are not seeking to have | 
the producers of raw or partly finished 
material supply goods at cost, they are 
working to avoid paying undue war 
profits, but not to eliminate all profit. 
Under the national defense act the 
government is empowered to obtain all 
goods it needs at reasonable prices, 
this is construed to mean fair, but not 
excessive profits. 

Secretary Daniels has. contracted : 
with ship building companies for work 
to be done at 10 per cent profit with a' 
bonus for earlier deliveries than that 
specified in the contract. 

Big Cut Likely on Steel. 

If the same method is used in fix- 
ing a price for steel products a's was 
employed in fixing the 16 2-3-cent a 
pound price for copper, prevailing 
prices would be reduced 40 per cent or 
more. 

The munitions manufacturers and 
ship builders of the country have dem- 
onstrated their patriotism and offered 
to give governtnent work the right- 
of-way. Something like 27,000 corpora- 
tions throughout the country have 
placed the entire facilities of their 
Plants at the disposal of the govern- 
ment. 

Henry Ford has tendered his auto- 
mobile plant without cost and will 
give in addition his own services free. 

Cotton is needed for explosives, tents, 
leggings, hospital Supplies, automobile 
tires and countless other army uses. 
The cotton farmers through their or- 
ganizations may be called upon to show 
their patriotism and forego the exist- 
ing war profits. If this is done it is 
believed they will be as loyal as the 
copper producing companies and the 
manufacturers of the country have 
offered to be.

GERMANS ARE ROUTED 


FROM MORE VILLAGES 
IN NORTHERN FRANCE 


British Troops Have Cap- 
tured Lagnicourt and the 
French Have Taken Felem- 
bray and Le Feuillier. 


GERMANS STIFFEN LINE 
IN ST. QUENTIN SECTOR 


German Troop Assemblages 
Are Scattered by French 
Artillery Fire — Germans 
Attack on Russian Front, 
But Are Repulsed. 


New York, March 26.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—Three additonal villages 
have fallen into the hands of the Brit- 
ish and French troops operating 
against the Germans between Arras 
and Soissons in France.. One village 
was taken by the British and two were 
captured by the French. 

Lagnicourt, situated about six miles 
northwest of Bapaume, fell into the 
hands of the British, and Folembray 
and La Feuillef, in the Bassee-Force- 
de-Coucy region, at the base of the 
Salient that has been driven into the 
German lines at La Fere, now are in 
the hands of General Nivelle’s forces. 

The French also have gained some 
additional terrain northeast of: Sois- 
sons, but no important changes in po- 
sition have occurred in the St. Quen- 
tin sector, where the Germans appa- 
rently are stiffening their line to keep 
down fresh inroads by the French. 
Paris reports the dispersal of German 


assemblages in this district by the ar-_| 


tillery fire of the French, however. 

Trench. raiding and bombing opera- 
tions continue on the remainder of the 
front, although there also have been 
violent artillery duels on warious sec- 
tors, especially east of Dixmude and 
Steenstraete, in Belgium. 

Considerable aerial activity is still 
in progress between the British and 
Germans. London reports the forcing 
down by British airmen of five German 
airplanes east of Neuville-St. Vaast and 
Armentieres, but says that seven Brit- 
ish machines have failed to return to 
their bases. 

The Germans, who are reported to be 
in force on the north Russian front, 
are again becoming active. South of 
Yvinsk, in the region of Postavy, after 
having loosed gas waves against the 
Russians, the Germans essayed an ad- 
vance, but, according to Petrograd, 


i they were repulsed. 


Kast of Baranovitchi another Teuton 
attack was put down by the Russian 
artillery fire.. The Russian war minis- 
ter had arrived in Riga, probably to 
consideg the situation created by the 
arrival of German reinforcements. 

In the Austro-Italian and Macedoni- 
an theaters the situation is unchanged. 


‘FRENCH FORCES 


STILL GAINING 
SOUTH OF OISE 


Paris, March 26.— Notwithstanding 
the bad weather and the difficult state 
of the ground, the French continued 
last night to advance south of the Oise. 
The war office announces that French 
south of 
the forest. of Coucy. 

The Germans made heavy and use- 
less sacrifices, the statement says, in 
several attacks yesterday on positions 
captured by the French between the 
Somme and Oise. Whenever they ap- 
proached a French position they were 
thrown back by counter attacks. 

The statement follows: 

“Between the Somme and the Oise 
the Germans made repeated attacks 
during the night on the front between 
Essigny and Benay. All these attempts 
were checked by our fire or repulsed 
by our counter attacks. Serious losses 
were inflicted on the enemy. We main- 
tained completely the positions captur- 
ed yesterday. 

“South of the Oise our advance was 
continued notwithstanding the state of 
the ground and the bad weather. We 
patrols beyond 


“North of Rheims our batteries 
caused the explosion of a munitions 
depot of the enemy east of Du Codat 
farm. Elsewhere the night was calm. 

“Five German airplanes were brought 
down yesterday by our pilots. Two 
were destroyed by Adjutant Ortoli, 
bringing up to eight the number of 
enemy machines brought down thus 
far by this officer. One of our aerial 
squadrons last night dropped 1,000 kilo- 
grams of projectiles on factories at 
Thionville and in the basin of the 
Brieye, and also on the railroad sta- 
tions at Conflans and Montmedy.” 

Though strongly opposed by the 
Germans, the French troops today oc- 
eupied the towns of Folembray and La 
Fevillee, south of the Coucy forest, 
says the official statement issued by 
the war office tonight. 

Progress also has been made by the 
French north of Soissons in the neigh- 
borhood of Vregny. 

The text reads: 

“North of the Somme there have been 
no essential changes. Between the 
Somme and the Oise our artillery dis- 
persed enemy assemblies between Benay 
and Urvillers (St. Quentin sector). 

“South of the Oise we made impor- 
tant progress in the Basse-Forest de 
Coucy. Notwithstanding the difficul- 
ties of the terain and the spirited re- 
sistance of the enemy. our troops oc- 
cupied Fiorembray and La Feuillee. 

“North of Soissons we made progress 
in the region of Vregny. 

“Belgian Communication: ‘Last night 
a Belgian detachment entered German 
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FIFTH WILL ARRIVE. 
IN ATLANTA TODAY 


Plans Are Being Made to | 
Give Returning Soldiers a 
Banquet at the Auditorium 
on Saturday Night. 


To the tooting of brass horns and/ 


beating of drums Atlanta’s long and 
eagerly awaited soldiers from. the 
Texas border will arrive in this city 
this afternoon. . 

Colonel Orville P. Hall, of the Fifth 
regiment, wired Ivan E. Allen, chair- 
man of the committeé on arrangements 
for the soldiers’ reception, from Mem- 
Phis Monday afternoon that the boys 
Were leaving there Monday night and 
should reach Atlanta by 4 o’clock, bar- 
ring unexpected delays in Chattanooga. 

The regiment will travel in two sec- 
tions. Officials of the Southern rail- 
road, which is transporting the troops, 
said that the first section would leave 
Chattanooga at 6 o’clock Tuesday morn- 
ing and the second seetion an hour 
later. They thought the trip to Atlanta 
from Chattanooga would take about 
five hours. This would put the boys 
in Atlanta by noon or early in the 
afternoon. 


May Be Delays. 


It is not unlikely that there will be 
additional delays in the 'schedule, but 
in any event, the soldiers will reach 
here this afternoon. 

The second squadron of cavalry, of 
which Troop L, better known as the 
Governor’s Horse guards, is one of the 
units, is expected to get in early in 
the afternoon, probably before the in- 
fantry. Major J. L. Seamans, com- 
manding the squadron, wired from 
Vicksburg Monday that his men were 
leaving there at 1 o’clock and would 
arrive in Atlanta early Tuesday after- 
noon. They are routed via Birming- 
ham over the Southern. 

The Augusta and Savannah troops 
in the squadron will pass on through 
Atlanta to their respective destina- 
tions without delay. ‘Troop F, from 
Gainesville, known as the Candler 
Horse guards, may be detained in the 
city for a day or two, awaiting trans- 
portation arrangements. In that event 
plans have been made to care for them, 
their horses and baggage at the South- 
eastern Fair grounds, where there is 
ample stable accommodation for their 
sixty-odd horses. 

All Atlanta is expected to turn out 
at the Terminal station Tuesday aft- 
ernoon to ‘welcome the soldiers home 
after their absence of nearly a year. 
They were ordered into the govern- 
ment’s service last June, but were 
detained at the training camp in Ma- 
con for several months and did not 
finally get away to the Mexican border 
until late in August. :

Daniels on the Marine Corps. 
The order to increase the marine 
corps from its present authorized max- 
imum of 14,981 to 17,400 was announced 
by Secretary Daniels in the following 
statement telegraphed to newspaper 
editors whose aid in finding the men 
is sought: 
“The president has signed an execu- 
tive order directing that the author- 
ized strength of the marine corps be 
increased to 17,400 men. 
“He was authorized by congress, in 
case of emergency, to direct such in- 
crease in enlistment. 
“The United States marine corps is 
the soldier branch of our ‘first line of 
defense.’ Marines serve both ashore 
and afloat and are trained as infantry, 
heavy and light artillery and machine 
gun companies. They form the landing. 
parties from ships of the navy, are the 
first men detailed for expeditionary 
duty, and defend all naval bases. Each 
capital. ship of the navy carries one 
company of marines. There has been a 
net increase of over three thousand in 
the strength of the corps since congress 
recently authorized an increase, but 
over four thousand more are needed 
and needed now. 

“Will you please emphasize the needs 
of this important branch of our naval 
service by giving special prominence 
in your paper to the president’s order?

Mr. Baker took occasion during the 
day to confirm the impression that the 
government is planning to deal liber- 
ally with German or her foreign, sub- 
jects resident in the United States in 
the event of wur. He was asked spe- 
cifically if the war department was ne- 

lating with the interior department 
or sites for internment camps. 

“There is no such plan in contempla- 
tion,” he replied. “All resident aliens 
who are obedient to our laws will be 
Perfectly sare from interference.” 

Asked if that applied to «German 
army reservists the secretary said: 

“It applies to everybody who is here 
or who miy be permitted to come here 
who behaves in accerdance with our 
laws while here.” 

In other quarters it 
that German residents might be regis- 
tered, in the event of war, in order 
that the government could have some 
knowledge of their movements and 
make certain that no person’ guilty of 
misconduct shall escape justice.

Does Not Weaken Bill. 


_ The action of the house in eliminat- 
Jing the office of commissioner of pro- 
hibition from the bill cannot be re- 
garded as in anyway weakening the 
severe intent of the measure. The 
_burpose of the house to make the “bone 
dry” bill the most sincere law of its 
sort in the United States was amply 
demonstrated in‘its expression contain- 
ed in the perfected first section of the 
bill, which was perfected at the Mon- 
day morning session. 

This section of the bill is the part 
of the measure which affects each in- 
dividual in the state as to his prosses- 
sion and use of liquor. And the ef- 
fect of this section is to prohibit ab- 
solutely the possession of any liquor 
whatsoever, either at home or else- 
where, and, therefore, of course, the 
use of liquor. This section prohibits 
the shipment of any liquor or any com- 
pound or concoction which can pro- 
duce intoxication into this state. 

This section is regarded as the real 
vital part of the bill. and involved 
red tape through which alcohol or 
wine may be obtained for sacramental, 
medicinal, scientific and mechanical 
purposes, and with severe means of 
eradicating the manufacture of “moon 
shine” liquor in Georgia. 

In connection with 
for the handling of pure alcohol by 
doctors, druggists and pharmacists, 
the house at the afternoon session de- 
clined to ameliorate in any way the 
provision in the bill that such practi- 
tioners shall forfeit their right to 
practice or do similar business in 
Georgia upon conviction of violation 
of the law. On the’ contrary, the 
‘house went a little further than the 
original bill provided, and included in 
this provision any “practicing physi- 
Clan, sole proprietor of a drug store.” 

The deliberations of the house at 
the morning session were fraught 
with frequent and sharp interchanges 
of repartee and the injection of “poli- 
tics” into debate.

GERMAN PROMISES 
MADE FOR BREAKING 


Continued From ‘First Page. 
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Jermany have been prevented from re- 
aaarehain from the country. While this 
ig not a violation of the terms of the 
treaties mentioned, it is a disregard of 
the reciprocal liberty of intercourse , 
between the two countries in time of 
peace,/ and cannot be taken otherwise 
than as an indication of the purpose 
on the part of the German government 
¢o disregard in the event of war the 
similar liberty of action provided for 
in article 23 of the treaty of 1799—the 
very article which it is now proposed 
to interpret and supplement almost 
wholly in the interests of the large 
number of German subjects residing in 
the United States and enjoying in their 
persons or property the protection of 
the United States government. 
Germany’s Proposal. 


“This article provides, in effect, that 
merchants of either country residing 
in the other shall be allowed a stated 
time in which to remain to settle their 
affairs and to ‘depart freely, carrying 
off all their effects without molesta- 
tion or hindrances,’ and women and 
children, artisans and certain others, 
may continue their respective employ- 
ments and shall not be molested in 
their persons or property. It is now 
proposed by the imperial German gov- 
ernment to enlarge the scope of this 
article so as to grant the German sub- 
jects and German propery remaining 
in the United States im time of war the 
same treatment in many respects as 
that enjoyed by neutral subjects and 
neutral property jn the United States. 


“In view of the clear violations by 
the German authorities of the plain 
terms of the treaties in question, sol- 
emnly concluded on the mutual under- 
standing that the obligations thereun- 
der would be faithfully Kept; in view, 
further, of the disregard of the canons 
of international courtesy and the com- 
ity of nations in the treatment of inno- 
cent American citizens in Germany, 
the government of the United States 
cannot perceive any advantage which 
would flow from further engagements, 
even though they were merely declara- 
tory of international law, entered into 
with the imperial German government 
in regard to the meaning of any of 
the articles of these treaties, or as 
supplementary to them. In these cir- 
cumstances, therefore, the government 
of the United States declines to enter 
into the special protocol proposed by 
the imperial government. 

“This government is seriously con- 
sidering whether or not the treaty of 
1828 and the revised articles of the 
treaties of 1785 and 1799 have not been 
in effect abrogated by the German gov- 
ernment’s flagrant violations their 
provisions, for it would be manifestly 
unjust and inequitable to require one 
party to an agreement to observe its 
stipulations and to permit the other 
party to disregard them. It would ap- 
pear that the mutuality of the under- 
taking has been destroyed by the con- 
duct of the German authorities.”

Germans Start South. 

Philadelphia, March 26.—The seven 
‘hundred members of the crews of the 
German auxiliary cruisers Kron Prinz 
Wilhelm and Prinze Eitel Friedrich 
Wilhelm, interned at the Philadelphia 
navy yard since last October, started 
today under a heavy guard of marines 
for Fort Oglethorpe and Fort McPher- 
son, Ga. 

The first section of 14 cars left short- 
ly before 9 o’clock and another section 
of an equal number of cars departed 
later. 

A large crowd, held back by a cordon 
of marines and five hundred Philadel- 
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phia policemen, saw the departure of 
the sailors. In each car there was a 
marine guard of fourteen men. 

Preparations fo® the departure be- 
gan last week. The first outward evi- 
dence was observed Saturday, when a 
string of baggage and freight cars were 
run on a railroad siding outside the 
navy vard. Into these were loaded the 
luggage and other property of the of- 
ficers and men. The first of the crews 
left the ships shortly after 7 a. m. and 
were cheered by their comrades, who 
lined the rails of the two ships. A sec- 
tion‘of the fence of the navy yard had 
been removed, and through this opening 
the German saibors marched to the cars. 
Marines stood guard from the ships to 
the trains. 

When Captain Thierichens, of the 
Prinz Fitel Friedrich; Captain Thier- 
feldt, of the Kronprinz Wilhelm, and 
Lieutenant Berg, who brought the Brit- 
ish steamer Appam into Hampton roads 
a year ago, left the ships they were 
given a hearty cheer by the sailors.

Democrats, including Speaker Clark, 
Floor Leader Kitchin and Representa- 
tives Flood and Glass, of Virginia; Har- 
rison, of Mississippi, and Garner, of 
Texas, said emphatically that they 
would not agree to the Mann plan un- 
less it became necesSary to prevent a 
long deadlock in the house.

Partisan af- 
fairs should have no place in the in- 
coming house, he said, and whether the 
country 1s to have peace or war it was 
essential that all parties unite at once 
to expedite important public business. 

Democratic plans, it appears, are to 
force the organization fight to a par- 
tisan victory if possible. Some of the 
party spokesmen tonight predicted that 
the entire organization will be com- 
pleted within a few hours after con- 
gress convenes next Monday. 

A tentative arrangement contem- 
plates the renaming for the purpose 
of making committee nominations the 
ten members of the ways and means 
committee of the last congress who re- 
turned to the coming congress.

industry in Georgia are so archaic that the

In a letter upon this subject, R. F. Shed- 
den, of The Shedden Farm, Raymond, Coweta 
county, wrote a few days ago to an inquirer 
from Thomas county: 


“The farmer, after he receives a ship- 
ment of registered cattle in a_ tick-in- 
fested country, can consider that it is 
worth at least 25 per cent less than when 
the purchase was ade as his only mar- 
ket is in the tick-infested territory, and 
to get animals out of the state requires the 
working of considerable machinery and 
expense to him, the purchaser and the 
government. 

“Many letters 
from good farmers who have purchased 
registered Shorthorn animals from the 
Shedden farms, briefly stating that ‘the 
beautiful bull I purchased from vou 60 
days ago is dead; the ticks got on him 
and killed him. ‘The tick occupies about 
the same position in regard to animals as 
the boll weevil does to cotton and any 
man who opposes dipping the animal does 
so because he has not thoroughly inves- 
tigated the matter.and is doing himself 
and his neighbors a great injury. Every 
county in the state should pass an appro- 
priation for dipping vats without one 
minute’s discussion.”

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LEAD POISONING 

es Occupations which subject the operatives 
them are the process of obtaining lead from 
the ore, making white and red lead, glazing 
and pottery, tile making, porcelain enamel- 
ing, making china ware, zinc smelting, brass 
and nickel polishing, type-founding and type- 
setting and linotyping, manufacturing and 
charging storage batteries, dyeing, printing, 
holding “tinned” nails or tacks in the mouth, 
glass cutting and polishing, plumbing, paint- 
ing, leather varnishing, working in weighted 
silk or biting or chewing upon weighted 
thread, making artificial flowers, making ar- 
tificial jewels, and vartoud kinds of electrical 
work. 

Less frequent causes of lead poisoning 
are chewing tinfoil,- drinking water which 
has stood over night in a section of lead 
pipe, drinking beer which has passed through 
lead pipe, taking lead acetate internally in 
pills for diarrhoea, applying lead acetate or 
other lead salts in hair dyes, applying ‘‘flake 
white” as a complexion beautifier, and the 
Prolonged application of the absurd old 
“lead water and laudanum” wash to abraded 
Or raw surfaces as a dressing. 

Symptoms of chronic lead poisoning are 
notoriously deceptive and may mimic almost 
any functional or organic nervous disorder. 
Paralysis, particularly “wrist drop” or weak- 
ness of the wrists, is one of the most common 
signs. Pallor from anemia due to destruc- 
tion of red corpuscles, and high blood pres- 
sure due to arterial changes are frequently 
noted. Attacks of abdominal cramp or colic 
are characteristic. Obstinate constipation 
is usual. Wild maniacal delirium sometimes 
occurs, also seizures resembling epilepsy and 
hysteria. Squint and failure of vision some- 
times develop. A tremor of the forearms 
may appear. A suggestive sign is a blue 
line 
teeth. 


The manner in which lead poisoning oc= 


curs, that is, the way in which the poison 
is absorbed, is uncerthin. Probably inhala- 
tion of dust or fumes containing the lead is 
the usual way.

President Pearce of Brenau 
Answers Agnes Scott Claim 


‘ditor Constitution: In a recent issue of 
The Constitution and in the other Atlanta 
papers, the Agnes Scott commfttee is credited 
with claiming that— 

“Agenes Scott is one of the twelve stand- 
ard colleges for women in the United 
States. being recognized as such by the 
i’nited States specialist in higher educa- 
tion. . . There are only four such col- 
leges in the entire south, and it is the 
onlv one in the state of Georgia. 

No one except the authorities of the state 
of Georgia, which charters Georgia colleges,: 
has authority to fix a standard for colleges, 
and these authorities have never fixed any 
stan@ard. The United States bureau of edu- 
cation certainly has no such authority. 

Some years ago it was the custom of the 
I'nited States commissioner of education to 
publish two Hsts of colleges which he termed 
“A” and “B.” To the pest of my knowledge 
and belief Agnes Scott was never included in 
the “A” dist in any official publication of the 
bureau. 

Moreover, I know it to be a fact that the 
commissioner discontinued such classification 
seven or eight years ago, and even if Agnes 
Scott had been included at that time, the 
statement quoted above would be unfair and 
untrue at this time. 

The statement is not true, first, because 
there is no such thing as a standard college, 
second, because, if there were, Brenau 
would be as much entitled now to 
such rank as would Agnes Scott. 

But, as a matter of fact, there is no au- 
thorized standardizing agency in thig,country. 
Various groups of college officials from time 
to time have formed organizations and have 
assumed to state tentatively, what in their 
opinion, would constitute a standard college. 
Usually the standard has been fixed to suit 
the purposes, and to include the institutions 
of those who fixed the standard, and as a 
rule, the standard fixed would exclude Agnes 
Scott and practically all other southern jn- 
stitutions as well. except when the standard 
was suggested by groups of southern individ- 
uals. 

However, the United States bureau of 
education has lomg since abandoned any at- 
tempt to fix a standard. The last report of 
the United States commissioner of education, 
which is before me, lists among the univer- 
sities and colleges or Georgia seven colleges 
for women, making no distinction between 
them except as to the statistics which are 
reported to the commissioner by the colleges,

Georgia. Must Prepare to Meet 
Demand for Food as Well as Men 


Editor Constitution: While a wave of pa- 
triotic feeling sweeps over this country and 
flags are flying on every street, it is worth 
while to stop and think what war means and 
what serious responsibility it places on every 
citizen, especially upon the men of Atlanta, 
who are men of power, influence and leader- 
ship, with immense resources at their com- 
mand. 

We have been warned by statesmen in po- 
Sition to Know that the war we are about 
to engage in will be no Jight enterprise, nor 
one we may expect to end soon. On the high- 
est authority we have it that a million men 
will be in training before many months have 
passed, and if the war lasts a year, as it 
probably will, we shall have that many sol- 
diers on the battlefields of Europe with the 
probability that this number will be doubled 
or quadrupled if war lasts two or three 
years. 

Fighting on the sea will doubtless be- 
gin long before our army gets to the war 
zone, and there is reason to believe our navy 
will give a good account of itself. 

Our army is almost non-existent. Some 
great organizer will have to be found to do 
for us what Kitchener did for England. Our 
achievements in business show that this 
country has the genius of organization. That 
it will avail us in this great emergency can- 
not be doubted when men like Edisoh are 
working 18 hours a day for the government 
and thousands of engineers, responding to the 
president’s request, have made and furnished 
to the council of national defense a complete 
survey in detail, by plants, of all industrial 
concerns capable of producing anything need- 
ed in war. 

Nevertheless, if we go into the war, men 
will be killed, ships will be sunk, billions of 
money will be spent and we will have to pay 
war taxes for years to come. 

“Moral Exaltation” in It. 

Costly as are these sacrifices, horrible 
as war must be, there is about it, as Mr. 
Taft said, something of moral exaltation, as 
in the case of France and Belgium, upon 
whom, in the beautiful words of Grady, “The 


Lord God Omnipotent has laid the sword of ' 


His imperishable Knighthood,” and old Eng- 
land, renewing her youth in a death grapple 
with savagery, in which the last man will 
fight to the last trench. 

It was not an inspiring spectacle when this 
country looked on, apparently neutral, as 
Belgium was crucified and France was bled 
white in defense of civilization, while an orgy 
of speculation went on in our markets, with 
the profits of war as the basis of fabulous 
fortunes. : 

That may have been according to interna- 
tional law, but there was nothing in it to 
exalt the spirit of the beholder. 

There is, however, something that stirs 
the blood and justifies a feeling of national 
pride, in the action of 30,000 engineers, work- 
ing without pay for two years, and of our 
greatest industrial leaders in placing their 
establishments at the disposal of the govern- 
ment on its own terms. The soulless corpora- 
tions, so-called, have red-blooded men at the 
top. With this spirit spreading through the 
jand, there need be no fear of efficiency in 
organization. 

But immense efforts are ahead of us and 
there is a part for every man to play. What 
will be Atlanta’s part and what the part 
of Georgia? This state furnished to the 
Spanish war more volunteers in proportion 
to population than any other and it will 
furnish its full share again. But.that is only 
a beginning. We cannot send young men to 
the firing line and remain ingloriously idle 
at home. 

We Must Go the Limit. 

England, France, Belgium and Russia have 
been fighting for nearly three years at enor- 
mous cost of blood and treasure. They need 
food as well as men. They have spent so 
much money that their people must stagger 
for years under billions of war debt. They 
are fighting our fight, and we have got to 
back them with men, money and supplies. 
The war has become a test of endurance and 
our immense resources thrown into the scale 
will decide the contest in favor of civilization; 


k but we must go the limit to insure that re- 


sult. 
When President Wilson said in his speech 


to congress that this country would take its 
full part in a league of nations to prevent 
war, but no government could be a party to 
the agreement “unless it derived its just pow- 
ers from the consent of the governed;” he 
challenged the kaiser’s government to mortal 
combat. On that basis, the kaiser’s govern- 


* 


ment is outlawed and it will fight with the 
desperation of an outlaw. The cables had 
hardly finished carrying the _ president’s 
speech abroad when Germany raised the black 
flag over her submarines. The Kaiser has 
seen the swift suctess of revolution in Rus- 
sia and he hears the ominous rumbling in his 


Own country reverberating, even in the reichs- 
tag and the Prussian diet, where men Say 
openly what they would not have dared to 
whisper three years ago. 

Tne war has developed intoadeath strug- 
gle between autocracy and democracy. This 
is the paramount issue of the contest. It 
is the issue on which the Hohenzollerns 
have staked all. If they lose, tneir 
will end and the German people will be free. 
lf they win, we will have them to fight 
on this continent. Already they are plan- 
ning an entrance through Mexico. 
it behooves this nation to throw into the con- 
test now such an avalanche of force that it 
will be settled in the shortest possible time, 
with victory so complete that there can be 
no reaction. 

Georgia’s and Atlanta’s Duty. 

With this high call to duty what is the 
opportunity of Georgia and Atlanta for serv- 
ice? The city and the state will furnish their 
share of men. What else can we do? 

Atlanta is not only the commercial, finan- 
cial, railroad and public utility center of the 
southeast. It is one of the best organized 
cities in-the world, with leadership in many 
lines. Its leaders are strong men, and its 
organizations are the most powerful in this 
section. They work together in complete 
harmony and their whole power is integrated, 
yet several and elastic, with the freest play 
for individual development. 

Great responsibility goes with great pow- 
er. With such organization, such resources 
and such leadership, Atlanta’s duty is to 
lead the south in doing whatever the gov- 
ernment needs to have done, in order to put 
the whole power of the nation behind its 
army and navy at once. - 

To this end the business organizations 
of the south should be quickly united and 
their energies combined to stimulate the pro- 
duction of what is needed. The railroads 
have given us an example by federating their 
forces. 

Our crops will be planted in thirty days. 
About-31,000,000 acres will be planted to cot- 
ton, and as the crop is projected, the cotton 
states will hardly feed themselves. Brad- 
ford Knapp, head of the farm demonstration 
serv¥fce, says half of these acres may be made 
to produce the same quantity of cotton and 
the other half can produce food. 

The farmer grows cotton because he can 
sell it for cash on sight. He is doubtful about 
selling other things. That is why diversifi- 
cation comes slowly. 

How Business Can Help. 

If the business men or the government 
can assure the farmers a satisfactory price 
for food crops, the food will be forthcoming. 

Only a third of the land of this state is 
cultivated. In the southeast only 28 per cent. 
With the co-operation of business men, bank- 
ers and supply men, co-ordinating their work 
with that of the government, the area under 
cultivation may be largely increased and the 
increase put in food'crops. This would come 
naturally after awhile, put time is the essence 
of our preblem. In the civil war, southwest 
Georgia fed the Confederate army at one time. 
in the southeastern states, we have the soil 
to feed an army as large as that of Germany. 
Such operations will have to be financed, 
and it will take tremendous organization and 
tremendous driving power behind it. 

In Georgia alone, the engineers’ survey 
shows 1,000 factories capable of making ar- 
ticles needed in war. To change over from 
commercial work in a short time will be a 
big task, requiring money and organization 
to effect it promptly. The time is short and 
the work is prodigious. Much of it will be 
done automatically as a matter of contract 
with the government, but systematic co-op- 
eration of bankers and commercial organiza- 
tions will help and hearten the work. 
General Toombs said, “‘Ninety per cent 
war is business.” 

The garden idea seems small, but it is 
capable of immense expansion, to supply city 
and town populations and reduce the cost of 
living. Raise the truck at home and the rail- 
roads will have more cars for war supplies.

‘enlistment of men in Canada received a 
tremendous stimulus from the organization 
of a society to raise $40,000,000 for the care 
of soldiers’ families. That helped to raise 
400,000 men in a short time out of a popula- 
tion of only 8,000,000. A similar movement 
has been started in this country and that 
opens another opportunity. If the younger 
men do the fighting and risk or give up their 
lives, those who stay at home must do some- 
thing besides pay taxes.

FARMERS OF WARE

GROW FOODSTUFFS 
TO BEAT THE GERMANS 


———————— 


—~——- 


Washington, March 26.—Government 
officials look upon the speeding up of 
the foodstuffs production in the United 
States as one of the most important 
means of assisting in the war against 
Germany, should the United States take 
an active part. 

“Of the most important two things 
that this country could do for its allies 
in case of war—namely to finance and 
feed them—perhaps the more important 
is to maintain a steady flow of foods- 
stuffs to their shores,” says an author- 
ized statement by Assistant Secretary 
Vrooman, of the department of agri- 
culture. 

“It looks,” the statement adds, “as 
though it would be a good business 
stroke for the farmer this spring to 
sow his normal acreage to spring wheat 
and it is certain that it would be a 
valuable step in the direction of na- 
tional agricultural preparedness.” 

Since the policy of stimulating food 
production would have to be supple- 
mented by a policy fSuaranteeing the 
farmer against loss due to _ possible 
over-production, the department holds 
that congress alone can deal with this 
guestion effectively, although the de- 
partment can do something toward 
speeding up production within certain 
economic limits. 


VIRILE AMERICANISM 
ADVOCATED BY TAFT 


Memphis, Tenn., March 26.—Former 
President Taft, in an address here to- 
day, in advocacy of the League to En- 
force Peace, made a plea for a virile 
Americanism and gave emphasis to the 
declaration that the proposed league 
would not stand for a “step-lightly pol- 
icy.” 

COW e mean to have peace if we have 
to fight for it,” he said. 

Analyzing the legal aspects of the sit- 
uation brought about by Germany’s 
policy of unrestricted submarine war- 
fare, the former president asserted that 
American citizens on ships flying the 
American flag were entitled to the 
same protection as though they were 
on United States soil, and declared 
President Wilson fully justified in steps 
taken in the present crisis. 

“If there is to be war, it will be real

of national preparedness. “Nothing but 
real war can be expected with so pow- 
ful a nation as Germany.” | 
Mr. Taft expressed the opinion that

“In previous wars,” he deelared, 
“their loyalty has been testified to by 
the dead bodies which they left on bat- 
tlefields for the United States.”

General von 
Stein’ said he did not know whether 
the American fleet would support the 
British fleet, but that there could be no 
question of an American’ continental 
army in the near future.

GROW FOODSTUFFS 
TO BEAT THE GERMANS

Washington, March 26.—Government 
officials look upon the speeding up of 
the foodstuffs production in the United 
States as one of the most important 
means of assisting in the war against 
Germany, should the United States take 
an active part. 

“Of the most important two things 
that this country could do for its allies 
in case of war—namely to finance and 
feed them—perhaps the more important 
is to maintain a steady flow of foods- 
stuffs to their shores,” says an author- 
ized statement by Assistant Secretary 
Vrooman, of the department of agri- 


culture. 

“It looks,” the statement adds, “as 
though it would be a good business 
stroke for the farmer this spring to 
sow his normal acreage to spring wheat 
and it is certain that it would be a 
valuable step in the direction of na- 
tional agricultural preparedness.” 

Since the policy of stimulating food 
production would have to be supple- 
mented by a policy guaranteeing the 
farmer against loss due to _ possible 
over-production, the department holds 
that congress alone can deal with this 
guestion effectively, although the de- 
partment can do something toward 
speeding up production within certain 
economic limits.

“This Gastardly charge is a malicious 
lie. The attack was prompted by my

“This senate then decided to take an- 
other course for the acquisition of the 
property for fortification purposes, free 
from any taint of deal or speculation. 
This latter eourse was adopted by us 
after assurances from the military of-

—and there has been no delay. That 
matter is now closed and a fixed policy 
adopted ‘by the legislature. 


Retraction Is Demanded. 


“Yet out of the entire senate the 
mayor singled me out as the object of 
this attack for reasons known to all. 
The attack is all the more contemptible 
because of the crisis that confronts our 
country at this time. This charge is a 
serious one—none more serious can be 
made against an American citizen. 

“I demand from him a public retrac- 
tion of this false and wicked charge, or 
that he present the facts to substantiate 
his accusation. I know I need not pro- 
claim my patriotism, loyalty and devo- 
tion to my country. I should be devoid, 
however, of all feeling if I did not voice 
my gratitude and deep appreciation for 
the expressions of confidence in me that 
have come forth from Governor Whit- 
man, from the members of this body, 
from the press and from the citizenship 
of our state. 

“Mr. President and gentlemen of the 
senate, my patriotism and honor have 
been assailed. I leave the matter in 
your hands.” 

Senator Henry M. Sage, chairman of 
the finance committee, speaking on the 
resolution, suggested pledging the en- 
tire resources of the state to the federal 
government in this time of crisis. He 
bitterly attacked the mayor, not only 
for his original statement that started 
the controversy, but for his statement 
on the subsequent day in which he re- 
ferred to Senator Wagner as “the gen- 
tleman from Prussia.”

UNION LABOR AND WAR 
DISCUSSED BY GOMPERS 


New York, March 26.—Samuel Gomp- 
ers, president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, in a statement here to- 
night, declared “the position of or- 
ganized labor in regard to the prepara- 
tions for war and what may be done 
in war time has been deliberately mis- 
represented in some quarters. 

“The position of organized labor,” 
said Mr. Gompers, “is this: It is patriotic 
and loyal from start to finish; it will 
do all that can be done for the govern- 
ment and the nation, but it will not 
stand for the exploitation of labor for 
the benefit of army contractors. 

“Tt does not believe that army con- 
tractors and others who may supply 
the country with its needs in times of 
war are entitled to or should have ex- 
orbitant profits, either at the expense 
of the government. or of the worker. 
labor expects no praise for being pa- 
triotic, but it does expect that those 
it shall show some pa- 
triotism as well. There is no patriot- 
ism in selling the government some- 
thing below the current inflated prices 
for war material, but at a profit far 
in excess of what would be expected 
in normal times.” 

Mr. Gompers announced that as chair- 
man of the section of the national coun- 
cil of defense charged with handling 
labor affairs, he had called a confer- 
ence in Washington next Monday of 
labor men, manufacturers and soien- 
tists. Invitations, he ‘said, had been 
extended to three hundred men promi- 
nent in the three fields.

Petrograd, March 26.—(Via London.) 
The superstitious belief that the health 
and even the life of Grand Duke Alexis, 
the young heir apparent, depended 
upon the presence of Gregory Rasputin, 
the mystic monk—a notion which is 
generally known to have accounted for 
Rasputin’s tremendous influence over 
the imperial family—is explained in 
the following manner by The Russky 
Slovo: 

Rasputin, according to the newspa- 
per, stated in confidence to friends at 
convivial moments that he was able to 
fortify this superstition with the help 
of Madame Virubova, lady-in-waiting 
to the empress, and M. Badmaef, court 


‘physician, until the empress was abso- 


lutely convinced that the life of her son 
depended on the monk. Whenever Ras- 
putin was absent for any length of 
time from the court, Madame Virubova, 
according to the monk’s story as given 
by the newspaper, obtained poisonous 
powders from the physician and con- 
trived to place them in food brought 
to Alexis. The result was that during 
Rasputin’s absence the delicate health 
of the young heir-apparent grew stead- 
ily worse until Rasputin was summon- 
ed back to the court, when the powders 
were stopped and Alexis became im- 
mediately better. 

Rasputin always announced that 
forty davs after his death Alexis would 
fall ill. This prophecy came true with 
startling accuracy, being caused, the
